—The  Buenos  Aires  Review  calls  atlention  to 
the  sliipid  internal  regulation  which  compels  pas- 
sengers by  the  river  boats  to  have  their  luggatje 
examined  at  Rnsnrio,  although  ihey  can  go  liy  rail 
without  incurring  such  treaitnenl.  [1  is  something 
like  the  custom  formerly  prevailing  here  as  hetvveeii 
Rio  and  Santo*. 

—A  new  project  hn^  been  inlroduced  into  the 
Argentine  Conyre.ss  fur  tlie  compulsory  namrnliza- 
tioM  of  fureigiiers.  At  tlie  end  of  ten  years' 
residence  lliev  are  to  be  considered  citizens,  un. 
less  they  make  a  formal  declaration  lo  [lie  con- 
tiary,  Would  it  not  be  betier  lo  make  Arrrentine 
citizenship  worlliy  of  the  spoiitan-ious  acceptance 
of  foreign  residents  ? 

—The  commitlee  of  the  British  Hospital  are  pre. 
paring  for  a  week  o(  Fetes  during  next  monlh  at 
the  Tabellon  ArRcniino  and  have  asked  a  nuinljer 
of  very  representative  gcnilemen  to  assist  ihem  in 
the  arrangements  so  that  the  English  community 
may  have  some  enjoyable  gatherings  something 
like  llie  Fiestas  St.  Cloud  that  were  recently  so 
successfully  managed  by  our  French  neinhbors, 
and  il  is  suggested  that  the  prices  ot  admission 
should  he  moderate  and  willitn  reacli  of  al!  the 
British  community  in  order  to  make  the  entertain- 
ments popular  in  the  widest  sense.  The  proceeds 
are  to  be  devoted  to  building  new  wards  that  are 
urgently  wanted  in  order  to  meet  the  increaaiug 
requirements  o(  the  hosi'ilal,  and  notwithstandin;' 
(lie  very  considerable  increase  of  accommodation 
provided  by  the  jiroceeds  of  tiie  Iwzaar  in  1S92,  s't 
large  has  been  ihe  number  of  patienis  during  ihe 
past  year  that  nn  107  days  it  has  liappened  that 
one  or  other  of  the  wards  has  !)een  overcrowded. 
—  Times,  Buenos  Aires,  July  tS, 


— Th«  Argenlln*  gavernment  hu  rtnolved  to 
Adopt  rigorous  meaiurei  anjnit  thoie  wlio  hav« 
neglecicd  to  iitend  nttiotiir  guard  drill. 

—To  facililiie  ihe  development  ol  PatRQonJa  it 
is  tald  that  Preiident  Uriburii  will  declare  the 
ports  of  Ihe  loulh  open  to  commerce  without 
restrictions. 

—The  exports  of  cereals  from  Urueuay  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  current  year  hnve  com- 
prised I2,4ttt  tons  maize,  47,154  tons  wheat,  10,034 
tons  flour,  231  lons^oats,  370  tons  birdseed,  3,319 
tons  hi  nu. 

—The  total  debt  of  Uruguay  on  July  Ist  was 
$1051403.965,  gold,  of  which  $$0,414,062  re- 
presented the  3|i  per  cent,  '•consolidatea  debt," 
and  $3,482,500  ihnt  absurd  Brazilian  loan  made 
by  the  Banco  Credito  Popular, 

—Colonel  Fernandez,  formerly  governor  of  the 
"  forilet  "  on  Cerro  hill,  Montevideo,  has  been 
senlenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  fi>r  irregu- 
larities in  Ihe  keeping  ol  its  powder  magazine. 
Large  qitantilies  of  dynamite  and  powder  were 
found  lo  he  missing  after  being  deposited  there 
by  private  firms. 

—The  Taraguayan  government  has  resolved  to 
create  nn  olHcial  bank,  10  hi  known  as  the  "  Banco 
del  Repnblicn."  Il  is  to  have  a  captlat  of  $4,000, - 
000  gold,  one-fourth  of  which  will  be  subscribed 
by  the  government.  It  is  an  anibiiiout  under- 
taking for  so  small  and  poor  a  country,  and  will 
iiievilably  end  in  disaster. 

—According  to  a  telegram  of  July  9  to  a  Belgian 
paper,  the  Italian  goverimient  decided  to  sell  the 
cruiser  Garihaldi  to  Argentina  because  of  "  defects 
in  construction  and  inferiority  of  the  lype  of  its 
boilers."  The  price  agreed  upon  was  ^*^  milliona 
liras  for  the  ship  and  8  millions  lor  Ihe  armament. 
It  is  a  good  price  to  pay  for  a  defective  cruiser, 
surely. 

— The  export  of  live  stock  lince  the  beginning 
of  this  year  has  reached  enormous  figures.  On 
July  the  14th,  since  the  beginning  of  the  year 
42,296  head  of  cattle,  744  horses,  1453  mules, 
214,477  slieep,  and  4165  pigs  left  the  Madero 
port,  and  during  the  second  week  of  this  month 
243S  bullocks,  5400  sheep,  and  200  pigs  were 
shipped  at  the  same  port.  These  figures  will  give 
an  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  the  live  stock  ex- 

Soit  business  has  now  ^lo^n.—Spori  and  Pastime, 
uenos  Aires,  July  17. 

—The  enthusiastic  and  intensely  patriolic  youth 
of  Rosario  and  Cordolta  are  bent  upon  showing 
the  youth  ol  Valparaiso  that  they  can  raise  sub- 
versive cries  against  Chile  at  a  moment's  notice. 
The  intemperate  youth  ol  Iwth  republics  might 
wiih  equal  advantage  lie  allowed  to  meet  in  the 
Cordilleras  and  seltle  international  alfairs  in  their 
own  fashion;  a  few  days*  enperience  in  these 
altitudes  would  doubtless  coot  their  excessive 
patriotic  ardor.  Sens.itionaI  editors  of  both  sides 
should  be  told  off  lo  direct  them. —  Times,  Buenos 
Aires,  July  18. 

—In  one  respect  al  least  the  vital  statistics  of 
Buenos  Aires  are  satisfactory.  The  decrease  of 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  is  quite  a  distinctly  mark- 
ed feature.  During  the  quinquennium  ending 
with  1S89  the  rate  was  255  per  100,000,  and  in 
Ihe  subsequent  quinquennium  it  had  fallen  to  2IX. 
It  is,  of  course,  somewhat  dilhcult  to  trace  ihe 
cause  of  \\w;  but  il  seems  reasonable  to  conclude, 
as  some  of  onr  doctors  have  done,  that  the  im- 
provement is  largely  due  lo  sanitary  reforms,  and 
more  particularly  to  the  betier  drainage  of  the 
city.—Revieji/,  Buenos  Aires. 

— The  report  submitted  by  the  minister  of  gov- 
ernment in  the  La  Plata  legislature  is  not  consol- 
ing,  either  for  teachers,  or  for  those  who  are 
Interested  in  the  causa  of  education.  The  am- 
nunt  due  for  salaries  is  between  $900,000  and 
$1,000,000,  and  to  meet  this  the  department  is 
only  in  possession  of  some  $50,000.  The  rev- 
enue dne  for  lliis  purpose  from  municipalities  is 
practically  uncollect  able,  though  Ihe  arrears  am- 
ount lo  over  $2,000,000,  Omer  sources  of  in- 
come are  lamentably  insufficient.  Thus  one  of 
the  niotit  impnrlaiit  departments  of  all  i<c  starved 
and  rendered   valueless.— .^eT'/tw,  Buenos    Aires. 

— The  Cordilleras  of  the  Andes  have  had  passes 
open  up  lo  the  last  few  days,  but  ihe  cold  of  the 
la-t  week  niu>t  have  frozen  up  everytliini;  with 
any  mnislure  in  it,  since  when  a  heavy  tall  of  snow 
has  ti'ken  place.  Even  round  Buenns  Aires  snow 
tell  and  some  of  the  suburbs  were  qui^e  enveloped 
in  white,  but  only  (or  a  very  short  time.  In  ihe 
souih  a  heavy  (al!  took  place,  as  much  as  eight 
inches  lying  on  the  ground  near  Necochea.  Mar 
del  Plaia  was  also  clad  in  a  robe  of  while  for  n 
considerable  lime.  The  highest  register  of  frost  I 
heard  of  in  the  suburbs  was  thirteen  degrees  Fahr. 
on  the  ground.  —  Sport  and  Pastime,  Buenos 
Aues  July  17. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  and  Pacific  railway,  like 
ither  foreign  railways  in  Argenlina,  has  a  con- 
tract which  requires  it  to  pay  50  per  cent,  of  its 
gross  receipts  to  reimburse  ihe  govcimnent  for 
the  guarantee  advanced.  The  company  now  finds 
ilselt  face  10  face  wilh  Ihc  necessity  of^  calling  up 
ley  from  Ihe  shareholders  to  pay  tliegovein- 
meni.  In  other  words,  the  shareholders  must  be 
asked  lo  pay  for  the  pleasure  of  rnnning  a  railway 
in  Argeiiiina.  On  December  31st  last  the  company 
nved  the  Argentine  government,  under  this  con- 
trad,  the  enormous  sum  of  $13,117,065.86,  cur- 
rency, of  which  $2,072,069.61  represented  in- 
terest. The  government  at  the  same  lime  owed 
Ihe  company  $2,785,756.48,  gold,  from  which  it  - 
results  that  ibe  company  ilien  owed  the  govern- 
ment a  balance  of  about  ^200,000. 

—A  correspondent  sen-Is  us  ihe  following  par- 
ticulars reganbng  ramie  :— "  The  climate  of  Para- 
guay is  undoubtedly  suited  for  the  growing  of 
Ihis  plant— monte  soil  being  the  most  adaptable, 
one  square  of  loo  by  100  vs.  will  JioM  10,000 
plants.

VENE7.UELA  AND  ITS  CAPITAL. 
III. 

For  j>l  nt!s  of  amusement  Caniciis  lias  its 
opera  Iv'ii.se,  theatre,  and  "plaza  de  to- 
res." Tlie  former  is  built  on  the  site  of  a 
convent  of  |)ious  and  charitable  ladies,  in 
whom  the  poor  and  the  orphan  cliihlren  of 
the  city  had  tireless  and  never-faiHngfriend,s. 
Guzman  Blanco  seized  dieir  properly  and 
razed  liicii  hiiiKlin;>s  to  ihe  ground  for  ihe 
purpose  of  erecting  a  theatre  to  be  named 
after  himself—  "Tcatro  Gnzman  Blanco." 
Tiie  name  of  the  building  has  long  since 
been  changed,  but  it  was  monstrous  that 
Don  Guzman  should  ever  have  it  in  iiis 
power  to  seize  on  anybody's  property  (or 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  building  in  his 
own  glorification. 

This  fellow,  Blanco,  was  a  disgrace  to  the 
masonic  bddy,  whose  shining   light  he  was 

during    his     reign    In     Caracas 

No  man  ever  belter  feiihered  his  nesl 
bv  masonry  than  did  Guznuin  Blanco, 
ite  had  the  egregicns  vanity  to  tr\'  and  per- 
petuate liis  memory  by  the  erection  of  three 
statues  to  himself,  to  wit,  an  equestrian 
statue  in  the  plaza  in  La  Guayra  ;  ditto  in 
Caracas  in  front  of  the  capitol,  and  tlie 
third,  a  bronze  life-size  statue  erected  on  an 
immense  pedestal  on  the  most  elevated  site 
of  the  park,  ofwiiich  mention  has  already 
been  made,  as  thougii  Guzman  were  the 
guardian  genius  ofthe  capital.  The  people 
long  ago  kicked  those  idols  down,  and  in- 
deed they  should  never  iiave  allowed  them 
to  be  set  up.  And  one  fine  day  Don  Guz- 
man, finding  the  country  becoming  a  little 
too  hot  to  hold  him,  went  down  the  moun- 
tain to  La  Guayra,  and  on  board  a  steamer 
bound  for  Europe,  irom  whence  hcnever 
returned.  He  took  up  his  residence  in  Pa- 
ris, where  he  lives  in  regal  splendor  to 
the  present  day,  being  often  seen  driving 
on  the  grand  boulevards  in  a  coach  and 
four.  It  appears  lie  can  afford  to  do  tliat. 
The  Venezuelans  sorrowfully  teU  you  that 
in  leaving  Caracas,  along  with  his  masonic 
insignia,    he  took  with    him,     by  way   of 


a  "  recueidd "  of  Venezuela,  tlieliille  of 
twenty  niillitm  dollars  gold,  which  he  (lldi- 
ed  from  the  public  treasury.  All  hail  to 
thee  l)i>n  Guzman,  for  surely  thou  werl  a 
sensible    "  Irancmastin." 

\\"e  will  now  return  to  Caracas.  The 
natiiinal  lihrary  contains  some  60,000  vol- 
umes, mostly  in  Spanish  and  French.  It  is 
inslallcii  in  a  hamlsome  building  which  the 
l.iie  I'lL'sident—  Palacios  — crecteii  to  serve 
as  a  piivale  mansion  for  himself,  hut  which 
was  coiitiscati'd  by  the  present  (government 
and  (hveilL'd  to  iis  present  uses,  immedi- 
ately after  the  triumph  of  the  revolution 
which  ihovL'  i'.il,icii.w  Irom  power  ami  com- 
pellcil  him  to  lullow  in  the  wake  of  Guz- 
man Blanco.  The  reading  tables  are  rang- 
ed undet  tlie  balconies  wliicli  surrouml  the 
spacious  and  richly  mosaic-tiled  'patio.' 
.-Utogciher  it  is  a  cool,  comfortable,  and 
convoiiieiU  place  to  read  in.  The  frequen- 
ters of  the  library  have  reason  to  rejoice 
that  old  I'.ilacios  wont  to  the  trouble  and 
expense  y'<^  building  such  a  commodious 
residence  for  hiinseK. 

Caracas  is  not  a  very  cosmopolitan  city, 
though  there  are  a  gooil  many  Fiencli  ami 
Ciorman  residents.  'I'hese  last  maintain  a 
llouiishiug  club  of  their  own.  Tlie  princi- 
pal railway  in  Venezuela  —  thai  from  Ca- 
racas to  Valencia  —  is  owned  by  a  German 
coni'iany.  There  is  but  a  very  small  En- 
gl i.».h- speaking  Colony  ill  this  city.  There 
is  no  British  legation  here,  as  diplomatic 
relations  wvre  long  ago  broken  olV  with 
Cireai  liriiain. 

One  fine  day,  in  the  year  1823,  the  cit- 
izens of  Ea  Guayra  were  astonished  to  see 
200  Scotch  Highlanders  in  all  the  glory  of 
kilts,  plaids  and  bareshins  arrive  amongst 
tliein.  Tliey  hafl  been  sent  out  to  fouml  a 
colony  in  tlie  neighborhood  by  an  English 
company  called  "The  Colombian  Agricul- 
tural Association,"  which  liad  been  formeil 
during  th.it  speculative  era.  The  colony 
soon  went  to  tlie  dogs  for  lack  of  resources, 
for  the  F.nglish  company  that  liad  started 
it,  finding  that  it  was  not  going  to  be  quite 
as  remuiier.itive  as  they  had  expected,  soon 
began  lo  dcseit  the  colonists  and  refused  to 
furnish  ihem  widi  anything  but  fine  pro- 
mises and  hymn-books,  and  finally  sever- 
ing iheir  connection  with  them  altogether, 
alleging  that  they  (  the  Scotchmen  )  w.t:; 
misconducting  iliemselves  ami  refreshing 
iheir  stomachs  to  too  great  an  extent  with 
Venezuelan  "cana."  The  truth  was  that 
tlie  poor  Scotclimen  were  not  making  mo- 
ney fast  enough  for  the  cool,  calculating 
.^speculators  over  the  border  that  had  sent 
them  out  to  toil  in  the  tropics  for  tliein, 
and  so  they  soon  found  themselves  aban- 
doned altogether.  A  good  many  of  tiiein 
(liL-il,  and  ilie  rest  soon  became  scattered 
ovL-r  the  West  Indies.  F'ew  of  the  poor 
fellows  were  ever  gladdened  by  the  sight  of 
their  native  heatli  again. 

There  are  a  good  many  families  in  Cara- 
cas bearing  Irish  names,  butifyou  happen  to 
be  introduced  to  any  of  them  you  soon 
find  that  they  don't  .speak  Flnglisli.  'Fhcy 
are  mostly  descendants  of  Spanish-Irish 
families  and  of  the  Irish  officers  who  look 
part  in  the  war  of  independence.  An  even- 
ing paper  called  El  Combale  was  lately 
edited  and  owned  by  one  of  them-— Don 
Eduardo  O'Brien.  It  would  apiiear,  how- 
ever, that  it  was  a  little  ioo  coiiiki/ive  and 
outspoken  lo  suit  the  present  government 
and  so  it  was  one  evening  suddenly  sup- 
pressed, its  editor—  Senor  O'Brien  — being 
put  in  prison  and  thus  placed  /lom  de 
combat. 

Within  the  last  f':w  years  a  good  number 
of  immigrants  —  chiefly  Spaniards  ami  nat- 
ives of  the  Canary  islands — have  come  lo  the 
country  at  the  expense  of  the  government. 
A  good  many  Italians  and  "Naps"  also 
came  over,  the  result  of  which  was  that 
the  citizens  of  Caracas  soon  had  the  satisfac- 
tion of  seeing  two  new  and  flourishing  in- 
dustries added  to  the  number  of  those  al- 
ready existing  in  the  city,  viz,  maccaroni 
manufacture  and  Ijoot-blacking  on  the 
streets.  There  is  more  than  one  thriving 
maccaroni  factory  in  Caracas  to-day,  and  as 
for  the  boot-blacking  industry,  I  have  been 
assured  by  an  individual  who  is  actually 
engaged  in  it,  that  it  is  in  a  most  flourish- 
ing coudi'.ion  and  that  the  amount  of 
"denaro"  that  he  himself  has  earned  at  ii, 
has  far  exceeded  his  most  sanguine  antici- 
pations. All  the  a|)proaches  to  the  Plaza 
Bolivar  are  lield  by  strong  detachments  of 
good-humored  "Naps"  with  brass  rings 
on  tiieir  ears  and  shoe-polishing  outfils 
slung  on  to  their  backs,  prepared  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice  to  make  the  dust  fly  with 
lightning   rapidity   from    the  boots  of  the 


passing  pedestrian,  ami  only  expecting  for 
this  iin[Hiriant  service  "cinque  soMi ''  from 
Venezuelans,  but  "dieci"  or  "qiiindice" 
from  such  i'air-coinplexioncd  individuals  as 
are  suspectcii  of  being  "inglcsi."  Soon 
after  sundown  these  various  detachments 
undergo  a  kind  of  mobilization  and  form 
themselves  into  a  boot-blacking  exchange. 
The  pedestrian  who  has  occasion  to  p,\ss  by 
the  corner  of  die  Plaza  during  tlie  twilight 
hour,  is  very  apt  to  hear  an  interesting  col- 
loquy aiming  the  members  as  to  the  con- 
ilition  ol  the  trade  in  general,  aiitl  their  res- 
jieclivc  earnings  during  the  fiscal  "giorno" 
emling  at  sunset,  all  their  financial  opi.'ia- 
lions  being  invariably  reckoned  up  in  "liri" 
and  "soldi.''  While  being  professionally 
served  by  a  member  of  this  exchange  on  a 
recent  occasion.  I  was  entertained  by  him 
with  some  interesting  facts  ami  figures  re- 
lating to  the  industry  with  which  he  is  con- 
nected. He  assured  mc  that  though  he  was 
earning  pleiitv  of  money  he  was  neverthe- 
less dissatisfieil  with  the  country  and  the 
"mangiaie"  lobe  found  in  it,  and  was  only 
waiting  to  earn  a  few  hundred  more  "liri" 
before  returning  to  Italy,  for  as  the  hearts 
ofthe  Israelites  of  old  were  always  turned 
towards  the  land  of  promise  during  their 
long  wanderings  in  the  desert,  so  the  hearts 
of  the  poorer  classes  of  Italians  in  America 
arc  ever  turueil  towards  "labella  Italia". 
"  Si  signor,"  said  the  poor  Nap,  as  he  stow- 
ed awav  his  fee  in  a  long  and  bulky  red 
wallet,  "voglio  sorlire  da  quesia  terra  sal- 
vaggio.''  He  was  about  to  enter  on  an  ela- 
borate exposition  of  his  reason  for  thus 
entertaining  such  a  contemptuous  opinion 
of  Venezuela,  but,  catching  sight  of  a  tall 
swallow-tail  coated  individual  coming  round 
the  corner,  who  looked  like  a  lawyer  or 
a  politician,  and  whose  boots  appeared 
to  stand  in  need  of  a  shine,  he  hastily 
gathered  up  his  professional  apparatus,  and 
was  soon  at  the  feet  of  the  new-comer 
and  lessening  the  sum  that  stood  between 
him  and  the  realization  of  his  wi.sh  lo  return 
to  Italy,  by  another  "cinque  soldi." 

That  Venei^uela  has  not  been  as  well 
patronised  by  immigrants  as  Brazil  or  the 
Argentine  republic  is,  can  only  be  accounted 
for  by  the  cxtieme  ignorance  respecting  it 
which  prevails  among  the  poorer  classes  of 
]<".iiropean  immigrants.  Few  countries 
ofi'er  more  unexceptional  fitcilities  to  the 
immigrant  for  securing  a  competence,  and 
even  a  fortune.  Besides,  the  working 
classes  are  here  paid  in  gold,  (or.  unlike 
the  Argentine  republic  and  Brazil,  this 
country' is  not  cursed  by  an  inconvertible 
curieiicy.  There  is  a  brilliant  future  in 
store  for  Venezuela,  for  it  is  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  finest  countries  o\\  the  liabilable 
globe.  Tiicre  is  abundance  of  gold,  copper 
and  iron  ore.  Vour  correspondent  lias 
been  assured  that  most  satisfactory  results 
have  attended  the  working  of  the  mines  of 
these  metals  in  the  interior.  Besides  these 
great  .sources  of  wealth,  coffee,  sugar,  and 
particularly  cocoa  of  superior  quality,  are 
(.■iillivalcd  to  a  consid<:rahle  exlenU 

Like  llie  Argentine  republic,  Venezuela 
has  hundreds  of  leaRues  of  pampas,  or 
"llanos,"  as  Uiey  c.dl  tliem  here;  vast 
plains  where  the  eye,  in  the  compass  of  a 
wide  horizon,  ofien  does  not  discover  an 
eminence  of  six  fi:eL  high,  and  through 
which  the  mighty  (Orinoco  sweeps  majestic- 
ally. These  pampas  are  covered  with 
luxuriant  pasture  on  which  millions  of 
horned  cattle,  sheep,  Imises  and  mules  are 
{iii\.  The  export  of  llie  hides  of  the  ani- 
mals forms  one  ol  the  chief  branches  of  the 
commerce  of  Venezuela.  It  is  really  a  pity 
that  revolutions  are  of  such  frequent  occur- 
rence, for  they  nui^-l  necessarily  retard  the 
country's  progress.  Under  a  steady  and 
honest  administralion,  Venezuela^  would 
soon  occupy  tlie  foremost  rank  in  Spanish- 
American  nations.  It  is  a  pity  that  a  few 
cartloads  of  the  generals,  colonels  and  sur- 
plus army  officers  and  politicians  of  every 
kind,  could  not  be  carted  down  the 
mountain  from  Caracas  to  La  Guayra,  and 
there  shipped  to  the  North  or  Soudi  Pole, 
or  to  some  other  part  of  the  universe  from 
whence  they  could  never  return.  Vene- 
zuela would  be  well  rid  of  them.  \Vhat 
Ihe  country  wants  are  agriculturisisand  not 
ngilators.  The  present  government  can 
scarcely  be  said  to  be  popular  with  ihe 
mas.ses;  still  less  its  head— General  Crespo. 
His  villa  residence  in  the  suburbs,  where 
he  lives,  is  always  strongly  guarded  by  a 
whole  batialion  of  infantry.  On  going  lo 
and  from  the  government  house,  he  is 
always  accompanied  by  a  mounted  and 
armed  escort  dressed  a  la  gauclio.  The 
spectacle    of    the    chief   magistrate   of   the 
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nation  riding  in  ilie  niiiisiol  sucli  a  lot  nf 
rQURh-lookiiiff  custonnjis.  cm  Htaicely  be 
saiti  to  beeililyin^'.  He  is  not  accuse.!  of 
IwviiJR  accejiiod  the  piwidi'ncy  fioin  nicr- 
cenaiy  motives,  for  ilic  nlVice  is  lu.t  woitli 
tlie  Imlf  it  cosis  iiiin  to  j;<*i.  Husiiks,  it  is 
well  Icnown  ili;ii  hv  is  immensi^ly  wt'alllu-, 
owning,  rtH  lie  .iocs,  smiio  o(  the  (inesi  es- 
ti\ncijis  in  ilic  omiiiiy— c^l.iiicias  wliicii  an; 
stocked  witli  upwitrd-;  uf  Mo.ooo  hcid  of 
horned  caliie—  ItcsiiK's  a  palatial  city 
residence  and  a  siil)uilnin  villa.  Crespu 
does  not  noi'il  to  llct'co  [he.  treasu 
many  of  his  pnuii-cussois  I 
liini.  U  is  m  hu  rL-^Mi-liod  llinl  iherc  shuold 
hi'  so  nmcii  division  and  disunity  nninn^si 
pnliiical  panic's  in  W-iu-ziu-la,  inasmuch  as 
it  piuuliidus  ihe  po^^iliiliiv  ot  their  iMwj, 
any  j-iiiit  action  in  ilic  diirciion  (tfclictkiii^' 
liritish  encrii.udinu-uis  <-n  tht;  national 
teiritnry.  Il  innst  hi:  ;i  omslant  source  ol 
moililicatiiin  and  rxaspi'iation  lo  nil  en- 
li,ilhlened  \'enezuelaiis-  tn  s';e  ltii;ir  ricli  iuid 
sj)Iendid  territory  lieina;  ,iir,idmilly  .ihsorljed 
itnd  gulthlcd  np  by  forcijiners  with  whom 
they  are  in  no  way  eonnecled  by  ties  of 
kindrcii,  creed  and  laHi;uage — this  same 
territory  for  ilie  iudejK-ndence  nf  which 
tlieir  fathers  fou^hl,  and  l)leii,  and  snllered 
nnlold  hardships  diiiinj,'  llie  long  war  with 
Spain  ;  heinp  olten  obliged  to  subsist  for 
nionlhs  at  a  time  on  meat  witlmut  even 
salt  lo  season  it  willi,  and  without  clothing 
ol  any  kind  save  such  as  could  be  made 
out  of  unianned  cowliidi's. 

For  the  last  few  ycar>,  the  Venezuelans 
have  been  dinging  lu  ilie  forlorn  hoi)e  lliat 
the  United  States  government  will  one  day 
or  other  interfere  in  their  behalf  in  this 
vexed  question  ;  but,  indeed,  it  would 
appear  us  thoufih  ilie  Americans  were  too 
busy  chasing  the  "aluiigiily  dollar"  t<i 
have  any  time  to  tronlile  their  heads  about 
tlie  wants  and  wishes  of  die  Venezuelan 
pco|de.  Men  ol  tlie  civic  virtues  of  dm 
ihiuiou.d  \Va^llinglun  are  mighty  few  and 
lar  henvcen  among  American  politicians 
nowadays,  if  their  country's  press  does  not 
belie  them  greatly.  Anyhow,  if  Americans 
really  believe  in,  and  are  prepared  lo  sland 
by,  the  principles  enunciated  by  the  Mmi- 
roe  doctrine,  it  Is  cerlaini)'  about  time  that 
tliey  gave  jiracticiil  proofs  of  it  to  the  Span- 
ish-American people.  In  the  Anglo-Vene- 
zuelan imbroglio  the  United  Stales  govern- 
ment has  confined  lis  action  lo  a  mild 
aiteinpL  at  interveiiliuu  widi  the  ICnglisb 
gov'eriunent. 

Surely  Venezuelan  politicians  ought  to 
liavc  iiairiou.sm  enough  lo  make  inuiual 
sacrifices  on  the  sdlar  of  llieir  couulry,  and 
make  connnon  cause  with  the  government 
in  repelling  liriti^h  encroachments  on  the 
rcginu  of  iho  Orinoco.  At  the  present  rate 
of  l!iiii>h  ph'giession  towards  llie  westward, 
il  IS  ^.ife  lo  (ihMinie  that,  unless  it  is  checked, 
the  "[lag  lor  a  llionsand  years,"  etc.,  will 
be  seen  waiving,  wiihin  tlie  next  generation 
or  two,  (iver  ihe  Casa  Amarilla  in  Caracas, 
and  die  I'laza  Holivar  will  be  nude  lo  re- 
snumi  with  Sabalion  Army  hymns  snug  lo 
die  tune  of'U'e  won't  go  home  till  luorn- 
iug,"  or  "The  ni^ht  before  Larry  was 
slrrlched,"    or     to    some     such      inspi 
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oppovtuiiily  to  call  at  the  deserted  island 
of  TriuUliid.  His  account  of  the  vi.-sit, 
wliieh  is  told  with  u  freedom  and  charm 
eliaraetcTistic  of  the  l)arn  yachtsman,  was 
afterwanls  piiliHshed  in  "Tlie  Cruise  of 
thL-  Kiilei.n  "  (London,  18H".,  In  view  ui 
the  interest  now  taken  in  the  desert  if-laud 
of  Trinidad  wo  take  the  litn;rty  of  repn.- 
liuring     Mr.     Knight's    descriptions     aiid 
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ti-iuptiii,;;-,  tliougli  liiiiting'at  dangers,  and 
tlieri.-  were  lield  out  to  us  in  this  work  pro- 
ini^e:^  of  >,^aod  flailing  aruuiid  its  coasts, 
jMid  sport  anion;;-  tlu-  ju.gs  aud  .stoats  iu  its 
ravines,  not  t<iiueutioii  turlles,  green  food, 
wreekage,  aud  <.ther  atlraetious.  The  fol- 
k.wiii;,-  is  taken  froni  the  deserijitioii  in  the 
altove-meutioucd  work: 

"Trinidad  is  surrounded  J)y 
gcd  eor;il  rocks,  with  an  almost 
surgi- hreaking  on  every  part,  whieli  ren- 
ders landing  (tfleu  precarious,  and  M'ater- 
iu.i;-  fre([nently  iiupractieable.  nor  is  there 
a  ])iissil)ility  of  rendering  either  certain, 
for  the  surf  is  often  iucredilily  great,  and 
has  lieen  seen  dm-iiigagale  at  S.  AV..  to 
brealf  over  a  hlulT  whieh  is  2l)()  feet  high, 

"Capt,  ICdmuud  llallev,  afterwards  J)r. 
UalJev,  Astronomer  Koval.  landed  on  this 
island  the  17th  of  April,  17(M»,  and  put  on 
it  some  goats  and  hogs,  and  also  a  pair 
of  g-uinea  fowl,  which  he  carried  from  St. 
Helena.  'I  took,'  says  his  journal,  '  pos- 
session of  the  island  in  his  majesty's  name, 
as  knowing  it  to  he  granted  by  the  king's 
letters  patent,  leaving  the  Union  Jack 
[lyin^-.- 

"  When  tiie  English  went  to  Trinidad  in 
1781.  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  a  settle- 
ment was  praetieablc  there,  they  did  not 
liiid  it  answer  their  exiiectations. 

"  The  Amerii-an  commander,  Amasa 
Delano,  visited  Trinidad  in  1«03,  and  he. 
ai^'-ain,  describes  it  as  mostly  barren,  rough 
pile  of  roeky  nniuntains,  AVhat  soil  there 
is  on  t!ie  island  he  found  on  the  eastern' 
side,  where  are  several  sand  beaches,  above 
oneofwliich  tlic  Portuguese  had  a  settle- 
ment. 
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TRIXIDAI)  ISLAM). 
:nil]  oi^Vugnst.  ISSn,  Ml".  K-  I'', 
barrister,  left  Houth- 
a  y;tchting-  crnise  to  South 
llie  West  Indies,  His  yacht, 
>'as  of  only  311  tons  register, 
mall  a  craft  Mr.  Knight  ,snc- 
iiplcted  an  ocean  and  land 
journey  of  22,(i00  miles,  including  a  trip  up 
the  Parana  and  Paraguay  rivers,  extend- 
ing over  a  ]ieriod  of  twenty  nu:mths.  On 
(iie  <mtward  voya-e  the  yacht  wa.s  manned 
by  foni- amateurs  and  a  cabin  boy,  but  in 
tJctober  of  the  following-  year  the  party 
broke  up  at  Bneuos  Aires,  and  Mr.  Knight 
was  left  alone.  He  then  engaged  an  Ital- 
ian crew  i>f  tln-ec  men,  with  wliich  he 
prepared  to  n'lnrn  home  by  wav  of  the 
West  Indies. 

After  rolittin-.  the  Fnlnni  left  Buenos 
Aires  November  4th.  1S81.  aud  Montevideo 
November  15tli,  clearing  for  Pcrnanibuco. 
After  encountering  .several  storms  and 
varying  head  winds, the  yacht  was  near  tlie 
latitude  of  Cape  Frio  on  November  23rd 
when  Mr.  Knight  concluded  to  improve  the 


"  Delano  got  liis  water  olT  the  south  side 
of  the  island.  Here  a  stream  falls  in  a 
cascade  over  rocks  some  way  up  the  moun- 
tains, so  that  it  can  be  seen  from  a  boat 
when  passing  it.  After  you  have  discov- 
ered the  stream,  yon  can  laud  on  a  point 
of  rocks  just  to  the  westward  of  the  water- 
ing-place, and  from  thence  may  walk  past 
it,  and  when  a  little  to  the  eastward,  there 
is  a  small  eoye  among  the  rocks  where  vou 
may  doat  ymir  casks  oil".  Wood  may' be 
cut  on  the  mountain  just  aboye  the  lirst 
laiuling-plaeo,  and  you  may  take  it  ntf  if 
yon  have  a  small  oak  l)oat. 

"All  the  sonlh  side  of  the  island  is  in- 
dented with  snnill  bays  ;  hut  the  whole  is 
so  irou-bound  a  coast  and  sueh  a  swell 
surg-ing-against  it,  that  it  is  almost  ini- 
po.ssible  to  land  a  boat  without  great  dan- 
ger of  staving  it.  The  south  part  is  a  very 
remarkable,  high,  square  bluiY-head,  and 
is  very  large.  There  is  a  sand-beach  to 
the  westwanl  of  this  head,  but  I  should 
caution  against  landing  on  this  beach; 
for  just  at  the  lower  edge  of  it,  aud 
amongst  the  breakers,  it  is  full  of  rocks, 
whieli  are  not  seen  till  vou  arc  amoiitrat 
them. 

"If  a  ship  is  very  mneli  in  need  of 
wood  and  water  it  may  be  got  at  Trinidad  ; 
or  if  the  crew  shonbi  have  the  scurvy,  it  is 
an  excellent  place  to  recruit  them  in,  as 
yon  can  get  plenty  of  yrcens  on  the  south- 
east part,  such  as  purslain. 

"  We  [Delano]  found  plenty  of  goats  and 
hogs— the  latter  were  very"  shy.  but  we 
killed  some  of  them  and  a  umnber  of  goats  ; 
we  also  saw  some  cats." 

When  my  men  heard  of  my  intention  of 
sailing  to  this  lone  island"  of  the  South 
Atlantic,  they  expressed  great  delight, 
especially  when  they  learnt  that  pi^-s  and 
g-oats  were  reported  to  be  its  sole  inhabi- 
tants. On  this,  the  23rd  of  November, 
being  our  ninth  day  out,  Trinidad  was 
about  1,0UU  miles  to  the  north-east  of  us. 


eloud- 
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The  7th  of  December  was  a  calm, 
less  day,  and  hot.     At  eight  a.  m.  wc 
about  forty-six   niiica  from   Trinid,..., 
which  distance  its  lofty  mountains  should 
he  visible  in  clear  wea"ther. 

As  the  sun  rose  higher  we  perceived  to 
the  south-east,  in  which  direction  we  ex- 
pected to  discover  the  island,  a  bank  of 
cloud  on  the  horizon.  We  knew  that  the 
lonely  roek  of  ocean  lay  in  the  nudst  of 
this,  for  all  such  lofty  a"nd  isolated  islands 
attract  to  them  masses  of  eloiids.  The 
multitudes  of  fish,  too,  that  swam  around 
our   vessel  were  a  sure  indication  of  the 


presence  of  land.  At  eleven  a.  m.  this 
vapor  lifted  somewhat,  :and  we  distin- 
guished the  wliole  rugged  form  of  the  iron- 
bound  island,  it,s  pyramidal  sunnnits  being 
capped  by  clouds. 

Hut  the  ill-fate  of  Viinderdecken  Heomed 
still  to  attend  us,  for  the  wind,  that  thongli 
light  hr,d  been  fair,  fell  awav.  We  had 
been  allowed  to  cateh  a  glimpse  onlv  of 
our  niuch-desircd  port,  when  heavv  banks 
of  clouds  rose  from  the  south-east'lu)ri?.ou 
with  ominous  rapidity,  aud  scarce  had  we 
time  to  take  in  our  sijiiiiuiker,  ami  reef 
cuir  main-sail,  before  the  sfpiall  was  on  us, 
blowing  right  in  our  teeth  from  the  direc- 
tion of  the  island,  aud  accom])aiiied  bv  a 
regular  tropical  downpour  of  rain.  The 
whole  heavens  were  now  covered  with  roll- 
ing vapor,  and  of  course  the  island  became 
invisible  to  us. 

The  south-east  wind  blew  throughout 
the  rest  of  the  day,  and  a  steady  drizzle 
set  in  that  promised  to  last  some  time, 
but  taking  short  boards  we  sailed  011 
against  wind  and  rain  undiscouragoil,  for 
we  were  so  near  to  our  dcstinatiim  that  we 
I  now  could  all'ord  to  laugh  at  the  foul 
)  weather.  Already  we  smelt  the  smell  of 
roast  pigs,  and  our  mouths  were  watering 
at  the  thought  of  the  delectable  crisp 
criLckling  thereof. 

At  length  the  sky  cleared,  and  in  the 
moonlight  we  once  more  perceived  Trini- 
dad standing  out  black  and  distinct  with 
nigged  outline  before  the  blue  starlit  sky. 
one  solitary  white  cloud  crowning  its 
highest  peak.  The  wind  blew  steadilv  from 
the  south-east.  This  is  the  prevailing  wind 
olV  Trinidad,  for  the  island  lies  outside  the 
region  of  the  Brazilian  monsoon,  and  with- 
in the  zone  of  the  south-east  trades. 

At  daybreak  of  the  Sth  of  December 
we  were  becalmed  under  the  lee  of  the 
island,  ;ibout  three  miles  from  the  beach, 
upon  which  we  could  Iiear  the  sea  break 
furiously.  Trinidad  certainly  appeared  a 
wild  and  uninviting  spot,  "a  precipitous 
niass  of  barren  volcanic  rock,  with  loftv 
inaccessible  siiniiuits,  the  whole  surfac'e 
being  studded  with  sliarp  needle-like  peaks. 
We  got  out  sweeps,  and  with  tlieir  aid 
slowly  approached  the  south-west  corner 
of  the  island.  I  reeogniized  many  of  tlie 
landmarks  that  previous  navigators  had 
described;  tlie  huge  Monument— the  Sugar- 
loaf  and  others— and  on  opening  the  south- 
west bay  I  perceived  a  considerable  issue 
of  water  leaping  down  a  rugged,  barren 
ravine  in  a  series  of  cascades  into  t!ie  sea. 
Tliis  I  soon  concluded  nuist  be  the  one 
described  in  tiie  Directory,  and  I  determin- 
ed to  come  to  an  anchor  olf  it. 

After  having  got  our  chain  and  anchor 
up  from  the  hold,  I  sent  the  mate  out  in  the 
boat  to  take  soundings,  and  choose  a  suit- 
able anchorage.  He  returned  at  midday, 
and  reported  that  he  liad  found  bottom- 
coral,  aud  broken  shells— in  eigliteen  fath- 
onis.  lat  'about  half  a  iiiilo  froni  the  shore. 
Fnrtlier  in  he  said  there  were  many  dau- 
gcrons  rocks. 

It  was  now  a  dead  calm,  so  we  towed  the 
vessel  towards  the  bay  with  our  boat.  As 
tliere  was  a  sliglit  current  against  us,  this 
was  pretty  liard  work,  under  the  rays  of  a 
vertical  sun.  A  2.30  p.  ni.  we  came  to  an 
anchor  otl  the  cascade,  the  south-west  point 
of  the  island  bearing  soutli-east,  and  Bird 
Island,  N.X.W.  Bird  Island,  so  named  hv 
ns,  IS  a  rock  of  considerable  size,  peopled  by 
thousands  of  sea-birds,  tliat  lies  off  tli'e 
north  point  of  Soutli-West  Bay. 

Glad  we  were  to  hear  our  cli"ain  rattle  out 
once  more,  even  though  in  an  open  road- 
stead in  mid-ocean. otr  a  small  desert  island, 
after  our  we;iry  twentv-four  days  of  bat- 
tling witli  the  rainy  monsoon. 

Having  made  all  ,suug,  I  decided  to  dine 
lirst.  and  then  search  for  a  landing-place  in 
tlie  boat.  It  did  not  took  mucli  like  landing 
at  all  from  our  deck  or  masthead,  for  the 
great  smootii  ocean  swell  in  which  the 
l'\di-u)i  now  rose  aud  fell  so  gently,  broke 
heavily  on  the  coral-fringed  sliore.  There 
seemed  to  be  one  unbroken  line  of  great 
breakers  even  on  this  the  lee  side  of  the 
island,  and  the  roar  of  them  reverberated 
among  the  rocky  ravines  like  loud  thunder, 
that  did  not  sound  eucourai4-lug  to  tlie 
explorers. 

AVe  enjoyed  a  verv  varied  fish  dinner,  for 
the  cook  had  not  been  idle  with  his  lines.  I 
was  aware  that  the  sea  round  any  desert 
isle  rarely  visited  by  iiiau  and  far  "distant 
troni  any  mam,  always  teemed  with  fish, 
but  I  had  no  idea  that  any  portion  of  ocean 
ever  swarmed  with  life  to  such  a  marvel- 
lous extent  as  is  the  case  round  this  islet 

There  was  a  species  of  black  plg-tish,  "as 
the  Italians  call  them,  that  surrounded  us 
in  vast  shoals,  so  dense  that  the  clear  water 
presented  an  unbroken  inky  appearance 
in  every  direction  for  a  time.  There  was 
another  species  of  pig-fish,  too,  that  was 
beantifuUy  striped  with  broad  bands  of 
violet  ;  there  were  fish  of  every  colour  of 
the^rainbow.  of  every  size  and  shape. 

"Too  much  fish.  M'istare  Niti  !"  exclaim- 
ed the  cook,  who  gazed  with  an  amazement 
almost  mixed  with  fear  at  this  more  than 
realization  of  his  very  wildest  piscatorial 
dreams.  He  rubbed  his  eves  and  cried, 
Is  It  not  a.  vision  ?  but  I  will  try."  And 
he  forthwith  cast  his  lines,  and  I'lo  sooner 
did  the  hook  touch  the  water  than  hundreds 
of  fish  were  at  it,  and  the  chief,  indeed 
only,  skill  required  by  the  fisherman,  was 
to  haul  the  hue  quickly  back  before  the 
secured  prey  was  devoured  b^  his  cannibal 
brethren. 

There    were  eight    distinct   variet' 
tish,   and   all  edible,  crowdin 
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around  our  hull,  and  none  were  timid  and 
shy,  for  what  knew  tliey  of  the  iusidio«.s 
hooks  that  lay  buried  in  the  tempting  tuor- 
seU  that  these  strange  monsters  that  had 
visited  their  island  for  the  first  time  were 
so  kindly  throwing  to  them  ? 

Hut  now  sharks,  iierceiving  tlie  unwonted 
commotion  and  large  crowd  of  smaller  fry 
that  was  collected  round  na,  came  uji  to 
dLscovor  what  wasg-oingou.  At  one  time 
there  were  cjuite  thirty  of  these  ugly  mon- 
sters swimming  round  us.  The  other  fish 
dispersed  as  they  approached,  and  only  the 
very  greedy  ones  remained.  The  shark.s 
spoilt  our  tishing  somewhat  during-  our 
stay  ofi'  Trinidad  ;  but  not  much,  there  was 
enougli  for  all.  What  we  chieilv  objected 
to  was  their  habit  of  biting  som'e  Hue  fish 
off  our  hooks  before  we  could  get  him  on 
board;  but  Mr.  Shark  got  caught  himseif 
several  times  in  consecjuence  of  this  uu- 
iieij,''hborly  ])ractice,  and  even  before  our 
dinner  this  day  we  had  hooked  ami  slain 
four  fair-sized  sea-lawyers. 

After  dinner  I  pulled'  oil'  in  the  boat  with 
the  mate  aud  Panissa  to  discover  a  landing 
place,  taking  a  musket  and  some  fishing 
tines  with  me.  On  approaching  the  .shore 
we  found  it  run  steep  down,  so  that  the  sea 
only  broke  when  it  reached  it.  there  not 
being  two  or  three  lines  of  breakers  as  is 
the  case  on  gently  shelving  coasts.  But 
though  we  rowed  along  the  line  of  surf  for 
some  distance,  we  conid  nowhere  perceive 
any  spot  on  which  a  boat  could  be  beached 
without  rnnniug  a  g-reat  risk— indeed,  cer- 
tainty would  be  the  proper  word — of  g^etting- 
her  stove  in.  There  was  but  a  narrow 
verge  of  beach  between  the  cliffs  and  the 
breakers,  and  this  was  composed  of  sharp 
coral  rocks  aud  huge  boulders  fallen  from 
the  mountains;  there  were  no  sandy  or 
pebbly  beaches. 

We  could  examine  the  sliore  very  close, 
for  the  sea  broke  always  .so  exactly  in  the 
same  spot  that  we  were  enabled  'to  keep 
the  boat  on  the  summit  of  a  wave  just  be- 
fore it  was  about  to  break,  and  look  down 
on  the  beach  below  us. 

We  rowed  under  the  Monument,  which  is 
a  four-sided  column  of  basaltic  formation, 
—quite  SOd  feet  high,  I  should  say,— sep- 
arated from  the  cliff  by  a  wide  opening-. 
We  passed  between  Bird  Lslaud  and  the 
mainland,  aud  pulled  on  for  an  hour  to  the 
northward,  but  everywhere  the  sea  broke 
furiously  011  an  iron-bound  coast.  We  ob- 
served that  little  rivulets  fell  in  cascades 
down  every  defile  in  the  mountains,  .so  of 
fresh  water  there  was  evidently  an  abund- 
ance on  the  island. 

We  could  perceive  no  vegetation  on  the 
beach  or  on  the  lower  slopes  of  the  moun- 
tains, which  were  either  precipitous  or 
steep  inclines  of  loose  rocks  and  stones  of 
every  shape  and  size.  But  we  noticed  that 
there  were  plateaus  and  great  domes  at  the 
summit  of  these  hills,  which  were  covered 
with  a  bright  green  grass  or  other  herb, 
and,  in  places,  forests  of  some  sort  of  tree. 
Amazed  as  we  had  been  at  the  quantity 
of  fish  that  swarmed  in  these  waters,  we 
were  still  more  so  when  we  perceived  the 
myriads  of  sea-fowl  of  various  species  that 
covered  this  island.  Seen  at  a  distance 
many  of  the  cliffs  appeared  white,  as  if  of 
chalk,  with  the  multitude  of  the  snowy- 
plumaged  birds  that  were  perched  on  their 
honey-combed  surface.  Bold  as  had  been 
the  fish,  these  birds  were  more  .so.  Hun- 
dreds of  kittiwakes  and  certain  g-reat  Huffy, 
hoarse-voiced  fowl,  whose  true  name  I  aln 
unacquainted  M'ith,  came  off  their  clitVs  to 
inspect  us;  they  flocked  about  our  boat, 
and  followed  us  as  we  coasted  along,  their 
number  ever  increasing.  They  kept  up  a 
continual  chatter,  no  doubt  discussing  what 
we  strange  creatures  could  be,  whether  we 
were  fish  or  birds,  a  new  species  of  shark 
or  albatross.  They  approached  so  near 
to  us  that  we  could  knock  them  down 
with  stretcliers,  and  even  catcii  tliein  with 
our  hands  as  they  flew  round  our  heads. 
But  we  saw  no  signs  of  any  other  life  on 
the  island,  and  commenced  to  entertain 
some  doubts  as  lo  the  exi.steuce  of  the  pigs 
and  goats.  I  think  that  after  our  expe- 
rience with  the  fish  aud  birds,  we  had  lialf 
expected  to  see  these  quadrupeds  iiock  doM'n 
to  the  beach  iu  battalions  to  welcome  us  to 
Innidad. 

We  returned  on  board  considerably  dis- 
heartened at  sunset,  but  were  hungry  and 
did  justice  to  the  cook's  dinner  of  rock-cod 
and  pig-fish.  Failing  land-pigs,  that  ar- 
dent disciple  of  Walton  had  caught  ''too 
mv'^hofxhi-porhi,"  to  use  hts  own  words. 

The  next  day  was  fine,  but  a  fresh  south- 
east wind  had  raised  a  considerable  sea 
outside;  this  caused  a  higher  swell  than 
usual  to  run  into  South-West  Bay.  so  that 
the  surf  on  the  beach  Avas  more  dangerous 
than  it  had  been  on  the  previou.s  day. 

After  breakfast  I  rowed  oft"  with  the  mate 
and  Panissa  in  the  boat,  with  the  intention 
of  again  attempting  to  efl'ect  a  landing.  I 
made  for  a  spot  that  I  had  observed  on  the 
previous  day,  and  which  seemed  to  nie  then 
to  be  the  best,  if  not  the  only,  locality  adap- 
ted for  a  boat  landing-place;  this'was  a 
promontory  of  coral  formation,  that  ran 
out  into  the  sea  some  fifteen  yards  or  moK» 
beyond  the  breakers.  It  was  situated  in 
^south-West  Bay,  a  short  distance  to  the 
northward  of  the  cascade.  It  was.  indeed, 
a  natural  pier,  for  its  sides  ran  perpendi- 
cularly down  into  deep  water,  and  its  sum- 
mit was  but  six  feet  or  so  above  the  level 
of  the  sea.  We  got  alongside  of  this,  and 
the  swell  that  passed  by  was  so  regular. 


M,^  ».nf«v      though  high,  that  it  would  have  been"  easy 
uie  waters  !  to  have  approached  close  to,  and  when  the 
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boat  w;is  oil  the  tor  of  :t  wave,  ami  so 
almost  on  a  level  with  the  summit  of  this 
coral  jetty,  for  me  to  liave  leapt  on  shorc 
without  any  danger,  for  the  roiiuh  coral 
was  not  slippery. 

But  the  mate  was  a  timid  boatman,  and 
Panissa  a  more  timid  one  ;  so  after  sever-il 
atteinpts,  I  had  to  abandon  this  method  of 
landing-  ;  for  as  soon  as  awave  approached, 
these  fellows  would  get  fri^-htened,  and 
push  olT  so  far  from  the  rock  that  leaninir 
on  It  was  quite  out  of  the  question. 


s  quite  out  of  the  question. 
i  made  them  row  alonj,'  the  coast  far  to 
the  northward,  and  I  observed  tliat  tliis 
portion  of  the  island  was  far  tlie  most  pre- 
cipitous and  inhospitable.  Atlast  we  came 
to  a  cove,  on  to  whose  beach  tlie  sea  broke 
dangerously  at  lon^-  intervals  only;  for 
two  precipi*ous  cape.s  that  bounded  it  shel- 
tered It  considerably.  We  observed  also 
that  HI  one  portion  of  the  cove  there  were 
no  sharp  rocks  to  oppose  our  landinir,  the 
shore  just  there,  which  seemed  to  be  of 
coral  formation,  was  flat,  and  terminated 
seawards  in  a  steep  step.  Here  landinir 
seemed  to  be  feasible.  Our  method  was  as 
follows:  We  dropped  our  anchor  some 
fifteen  yards  from  the  beach;  and  then 
choosingour  opportunity,  slacked  out  cable 
and  backed  stern  on  towards  the  shore.  I 
stood  up  in  the  stern,  ready  to  leap  ou  to 
the  beach  as  soon  as  the  boat  was  near 
enough,  leaving  it  to  the  mate  to  watch  the 
sea,  and  choose  a  proper  time  between  the 
breakers.  As  soon  as  I  leapt  on  to  the  land 
he  was  to  liaul  out  again  ;  my  provisions 
and  rifle  were  to  be  passed  to  me  by  a  line. 
So  was  it  arranged ;  but  this  is  what  occur- 
red. I  was  standing  up  -in  the  stern  in 
readiness,  with  my  face  turned  to  the  beach, 
when  I  heard  a  cry,  and  the  next  monient 
felt  a  mass  of  water  strike  nie  on  the  back, 
nearly  pushing  me  overboard. 

The  clumsy  mate  had  allowed  a  sea  to 
break  over  our  bows.  It  nearly  filled  our 
boat  up;  she  quivered,  uncertain  whether 
to  turn  turtle  or  not.  The  mate  .seemed  to 
be  paralyzed  by  tlie  accident,  and  not  till 
I  poked  an  oar  into  his  stomacli,  to  wake 
him  up,  had  he  sense  to  obey  my  orders 
and  haul  away  at  the  line,  so  as  to  get 
beyond  the  limit  of  the  breakers  before  tlie 
next  was  on  us.  By  balancing  the  boat 
carefully  we  managed  to  keep  her  upriglit, 
and  set  to  work  to  bale  out  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  It  was  a  near  shave,  and  a  "nice 
mess  we  sliould  Iiave  been  in  had  we  lost 
our  boat,  for  she  certainly  would  have  been 
stove  in  had  she  been  rolled  over  on  these 
hard  rocks  by  the  powerful  waves.  It 
would  not  have  been  very  prudent  to  liave 
swum  back  to  the  Falco7i  through  a  sea  swar- 
ming with  sharks,  and  I  had  left  no  one  on 
board  who  would  liave  been  capable  of  nav- 
igating lier  to  the  Brazilian  coast,  to  mir- 
chase  a  boat  with  whicli  to  take  us  off.  I 
saw  I  had  committed  a  very  iirprudent  act, 
so  determined  wlien  I  next  attempted  a 
landing  to  leave  tlie  mate  on  board  the 
vaclit,  with  definite  instructions  as  to  what 
to  do  in  case  of  an  accident  occurring  to 
tlie  party  on  shore. 

We  returned  on  board  in  time  for  dinner; 
the  mate  and  Panissa  were  more  tlian  dis- 
couraged by  their  morning's  adventure. 
They  suggested  that  we  liad  better  sail  at 
once  for  Baliia,  that  landing  on  Trinidad 
was  impossible,  the  attempting  it  a  serious 
risk  to  life  ;  besides,  they  urged,  "  we  have 
been  close  to  it :  it  is  all  a  heap  of  stones  ; 
if  we  did  land  we  should  discover  nothing 
worth  the  discovering."  These  arguments 
were  just,  but  I  did  not  like  being  beaten 
by  Trinidad,  and  after  sailing  all  thi.s  way 
I  thought  that  we  liad  hardly  tried  euouf,'-)) 
yet,  and  .should  not  give  in. 

The  cook  was  strongly  of  my  opinion, 
and  volunteered  to  accompany  me  on  a 
voyage  of  discovery  after  dinner. 

So  we  got  under  way  once  more  at  three 
p.  ni.,  taking  with  us  a  rille,  a  bottle  of 
ruin,  some  biscuit,  a  tin  of  sardines,  some 
tobacco,  and  of  course  iishing-lines.  I  ar- 
ranged a  aeries  of  signals  by  means  of 
which  I  could  communicate  from  the  shore 
to  the  mate  in  case  we  lost  the  boat,  one 
signal  being-  an  order  to  bring  the  yacht 
nearer  to  the  shore,  so  that  we  conld  swim 
out  to  her ;  another,  an  order  to  sail  to 
Bahia,  purchase  a  boat,  and  return  for  us, 
this  latter  being  in  view  of  our  finding 
abundant  food  on  the  island  and  funking 
the  sharks,  ' 

This  afternoon  I  examined  the  coast 
much  more  closely  than  I  had  done  before, 
and  knew  that  if  landing  was  feasible,  land 
we  now  should;  for  my  companion  was  a 
thoroughly  good  boatman,  and  quite  fear- 
less, to  boot.  Paulo  Ciarlo  was  ever  ready 
for  any  wild  adventure,  and  was  a  great 
contrast  to  the  timid  mate  and  cowardly 
Panissa. 

Just  to  the  northward  of  the  Monument 
there  is  a  promontory  of  precipitous  rock, 
honeycombed  and  full  of  birds,  on  to  which 
the  sea  breaks  with  fury.  On  the  other 
side  of  this  cape,  and  sheltered  by  it,  is  a 
bay  hemmed  in  by  barren  mountains,  steep, 
and  seemingly  inaccessible  from  the  sea- 
There  was  little  surf  here,  so  we  deter- 
mined to  land.  To  beach  the  boat  we  saw 
would  be  impossible,  for  the  shore  was 
encumbered  with  huge  boulders  of  rock 
fallen  from  above.  So  we  dropped  our 
anchor  far  outside  the  breakers  in  about 
twenty  feet  of  water,  jumped  overboard  — 
there  were  no  sharks  so  near  the  breakers 
— and  swam  to  the  shore. 

We  soon  found  ourselves  standing  on  dry 
land  once  again,  and  rejoiced  exceedingly. 
The  next  question  was  to  get  our  stores  on 
shore   also,    Now    as    the   breakers    were 


higher  than  they  .>coniod  to  be  from  the 
boat,  and  the  bai-k  iiudertow  ditlioult  tr 
coiitcuil  against,  oven  for  a  strong  swim- 
iner,  we  flimpliru'd  matters  by  carrving  a 
line  from  the  stern  of  the  boat'to  the'shuiv 
we  hauU'd  it  taut  ami  ina<k'  it  fa>t  to  m 
elevated  rock.  We  found  it  qiiiteeasv  tn 
travel  along  this,  hand  over  hand,  through 
the  water,  with  our  baggage  fwi\  on  to  our 
heads.  In  two  jonrncvs  we  had  brought 
all  on  shore.  Wo  put  our  property  tnuU-r  a 
hollow  rock,  took  a  tot  of  rum"  each  to 
counteract  the  dampuessof  onrganneiits 
lit  our  pipes,  and  proceeded  to  look  around 
us.  Wo  wished  to  discover  if  it  were  pos- 
sible  to  reach  the  rest  of  the  island  from 
this  barren  bay  ;  if  it  were  so,  I  decided  to 
return  on  board,  and  get  some  of  the  crow 
to  land  us  here  again  ou  the  morrow  ;  thou 
they  conld  take  the  boat  away  until  our 
exploration  was  complete  and  we  signalled 
for  them  to  return  to  bring  us  off.  Wo  of 
course  dared  not  leave  the  boat  at  anchor 
in  this  exposed  spot  for  any  time,  for  a 
westerly  wind  might  spring  "up  and  bring 
a  furious  sea  into  the  bav  at  very  short 
notice. 

The  coast  upon  which  we  had  landed  was 
certainly  an  uninviting  one.  We  could 
tind  no  issue  of  water  anywhere.  The  two 
precipitous  capes  that  shut  in  the  bay  to 
the  north  and  south  put  insnrmountahio 
obstacles  to  our  progress  in  those  direc- 
tions, so  we  proceeded  to  scale  the  nioun- 
tains  to  the  back,  to  see  if  we  could  find  an 
exit  to  a  more  fertile  region. 

In  four  different  places  in  succession  we 
attacked  the  mountains,  and  four  times 
were  defeated,  but  not  till  we  had  attained 
a  considerable  elev.ition  on  each  occasion 
Ihe  lower  slopes  were  formed  of  tle/.n.'i 
loose  stones  of  everv  size,  that  the  slightest 
touch  dislodged,  so  even  this  portion  of  the 
ascent  was  not  unatteiidod  with  danger, 
Above  these  steep  inclines  of  rolling  stones 
was  an  almost  precipitous  wall,  hundreds 
of  feet  in  height,  of  basaltic  formation, 
rising  in  shattered  regular-shaped  columns 
similar  to  those  of  the  tiiant's  Causewav 
So  many  were  the  inequalities  of  surface 
offered  to  the  climber's  foot,  that  to  ascend 
this  would  not  have  seemed  an  alarming 
feat  to  any  one  with  a  good  head,  were  he 
sure  of  his  foothold. 

But  we  soon  found  the  mountain  to  be 
literally  rotten.  The  columns  were  broken 
through  at  sliort  intervals,  and  crumbled 
away  when  one  grasped  them.  There  was 
not  one  stone  that  was  not  loose  and  ready 
to  topi)le  down. 

Thus,  after  struggling  up  to  a  much 
greater  height  than  prudence  should  have 
sanctioned, for  we  had  some  narrow  shaves, 
we  were  compelled  to  give  in.  weary  and 
disappointed,  and  confrs-s  that  we  had 
landed  in  vain,  having  fallen  on  a  cove 
from  whicli  there  was  no  escape  in  any 
direction,  surrounded  by  impassable  cliffs. 
As  we  discovered  afterwards,  this  savage 
spot  afforded  a  good  specimen  of  the  natm-e 
of  the  island.  Utterly  barren  mountains 
rose  from  a  coral  beach,  mountains  that 
wererotten  — and  the  whole  island  is  so  — 
burnt  aiKl  shaken  to  pieces  by  the  fires  and 
earthqu;ikcs  of  volcanic  action. 

What  .-'.ruck  US  as  remarkable  wa.s,  that 
though  -u  this  cove  there  was  no  live  vege- 
tation (d  any  kind,  there  were  traces  of  an 
abundant  extinct  vegetation.  The  moun- 
tain slopes  were  thickly  covered  with  dead 
wood,  wood,  too,  that  had  evidently  long 
since  been  dead ;  some  of  tliese  Icailess 
trunks  we  reprostrate,  some  still  stood  up  as 
they  had  grown  ;  many  iiad  evidently  been 
trees  of  considerable  size,  bigger 'round 
tlian  n  man's  body.  They  Mcre  rolfcn,  brit- 
tle, and  dry,  and  made  glorious  fuel.  This 
wood  was  close  grained,  of  a  red  color,  and 
much  twi.sted.  When  we  afterwards  dis- 
covered that  over  ilie  whole  of  this  extensive 
island,  from  the  beach  up  to  the  siuiimit  of 
tlie  highest  mountain- at  the  bottom  and  ou 
the  slopes  of  every  now  barren  ravine,  on 
whose  loose  rolling  stones  no  vegetation 
could  possibly  take  root— these  dead  trees 
were  strewed  as  closely  as  is  possible  for 
trees  to  grow;  and  wlieii  wc  further  per- 
ceived that  tJiey  all  seemed  to  liave  died  at 
one  and  the  same  time,  as  if  plagne-.siruck, 
and  that  no  one  single  live  specimen  young 
or  old  was  to  be  found  anywhere,  —  our 
amazement  was  increased. 

At  one  time  Trinidad  must  liave  been 
one  magnificent  forest,  presenting  to  pass- 
ing vessels  a  far  different  appearance  to 
that  it  now  does  with  its  inhospitable  and 
barren  crag?;. 

The  descriptions  given  to  the  Directory 
allude  to  these  forests  ;  therefore,  whatever 
catastrophe  it  may  liave  been  that  killed  off 
all  the  vegetation  of  the  island,  it  must 
have  occurred  within  the  memory  of  man. 
Looking  at  the  rotten,  broken-up  condi- 
tion of  the  rock,  and  tlie  nature  of  the  soil, 
wiiere  there  is  a  soil— a  loose  powder,  not 
consolidated  like  earth,  but  having  the  ap- 
pearance of  fallen  volcanic  ash— I  could 
not  iielp  imagining  that  some  great  erup- 
tion had  brought  about  all  this  desolation'; 
Trinidad  is  the  acknowledged  centre  of 
a  small  volcanic  patch  that  lies  in  tliis 
portion  of  the  South  Atlantic,  tlierefore  I 
think  tliis  tlieory  a  more  probable  one  than 
that  of  a  long  drouth,  a  not  very  likely 
contingency  in  this  rather  rainy  region. 

As  we  could  find  no  fresli  water  in  our 
cove  we  saw  that  there  was  nothing  left  for 
ns  but  to  pack  up  our  ,'itores  once  more, 
swim  off  to  our  boat,  and  row  back  to  tiic 
yacht.  Wc  felt  very  disinclined  to  undergo 
the  exertion  of  all  this.

I  drojtped  my  bundle  and  hurried  up  to 

nil  ;  he  pointed  to  where,  drop  by  drop,  a 
crystal  Ibiid  was  oozing  from  an  overhang- 
ing rock,  to  be  .ib.MH-bod  bv  the  dry  voloan- 
io*/,/yrM  bencalh.  It  was  but  little,  but  it 
was  enough,  and  a  quart  bottle  whicli  we 
had  hrouglil  ^vith  ns  tilled,  on  being  hold 
uiuor  the  tuiy  issue,  in  about  five  niinutos. 
Willi  as  coul  pure  water  as  anv  one  could 
dosire. 

I  tasted  it,  and  tl 
sleep  hero  In-nighl, 

"It  is  good,  .sonor,"  he  replied  eagerly. 
or  he  was  as  tired  as  I  was,  and  hence 
tunke.I  the  plunge  into  the  strong  breakers 
as  much  as  I  did  my.sclf. 

We  now  proceeded  to  make  ourselves 
comfortable  for  tlie  niglit.  The  overhang- 
ing rock  under  which  we  had  placed  our 
guns  and  stores  on  landing  afforded  us  ox- 
ceUont  shelter  from  a  drizzling  fain  which 
had  set  in.  We  collected  a  large  quantity 
of  the  (load  wood,  and  soon  had  a  glorious 
hi-o  blazing  at  the  nioutli  of  our  cavern 
\vliich  (piickly  dried  ou

(hir  dinner  was  a  luxurious  one,  for  wc 
liad  an  abundance  of  biscuit,  a  box  of  .sar- 
dines, and  a  bottle  of  rum;  besides  these 
we  had  a  few  briglit  spockle.l  sea-snake: 
we  liad  found  among  the  rocks,  and  some 
hue  crabs,  which  when  roasted  we  pro- 
nounced to  be  oxoellont.  We  both  felt 
thorouglily  comfortablo  and  contented  as 
wc  smoked  our  pipes  hv  the  lond-crackling 
liroafter  the  conipU'tion  of  our  meal. 

Wo  were  far  from  hoiflg  in  solo  posses- 
sion ol  this  mtlo  cove;  bare  uf  vegetation 
though  it  wa.s,  it  swarmed  with  life.  The 
liidouus  yellow  laiul-crabs  were  vcrv  numer- 
ous, and  attracted  by  the  unwonted  light, 
marched  into  our  lire  all  night  long,  to  be 
roasted  in  hecatombs.  But  more  nuinerous 
than  even  these  were  the  birds  ;■  there  are 
several  species  of  sea-fuwl  on  Trinidad, 
but  this  cove  \vas  peopled  only  by  a  pretty 
sort  of  small  gull  like  our  kittiwake.s. 

It  was  now  the  breeding-season.  On 
every  stone  and  stmnp  of  wood  the  female 
birds  were  sitting  on  their  eggs;  our  pre- 
sence in  no  way  alarmed  them,  tliev  pcr- 
mittedus  to  stroke  them,  aiid. seemed  ratlier 
to  like  our  kind  atlention.s.  T!io  over- 
hanging rock  under  which  wc  slept,  though 
not  of  larger  size  tlian  is,  say,  a  brewer's 
dray,  must  alone  have  been  occupied  by 
one  liundred  of  these  gulls,  .so  prodigiousfv 
crowded  with  bird-life  is  this  lonely  island. 
Rvery  crevice  in  the  rock  had  ai'i  ogg  or 
freshly-halched  eliicken  in  it.  One  inulhor 
had  a  Huffy  baby  on  a  lodge  within  arm's 
roach  of  where  I  sat  by  tlie  lire.  Once 
wlieii  the  mother  was  away  I  presented 
this  baby  with  some  roasted  crab,  which 
the  dissipated  little  crealnre  supped  off 
eagerly.  The  maniiua  relumed  before  it 
had  finished  the  delicacy,  and  snatched  the 
unwholesome  morsel  from  its  offspring, 
following  up  witli  a  shrill  and  voluble 
.sermon  as  to  tlie  peril  of  allowing  strange 
beasts  to  stand  one  crab  suppers. 

We  slept  .soundly  on  our  beds  of  stone 
and  coral,  though  we  were  frequently  dis- 
turbed by  the  claws  of  the  inquisitive  land- 
crabs  that  crawled  over  us  in  a  most  irri- 
tating manner  throiiglioiit  the  night. 

At  ■inidnight  I  was  awakened  by  the 
niucii  increased  roaring-  of  the  waves  on 
the  beach  ;  a  high  sea  was  evidently  run- 
ning, and  the  spray  of  It  occasionally 
daslied  into  our  cavern.  So  I  turned  out  to 
have  a  look  at  the  weather  ;  I  was  far  from 
reassured  by  what  I  saw.  The  rain  was 
st-U  falling,  the  clouds  above  were  of  a 
very  stormy  appearance,  and  were  travel- 
ling in  a  southerly  direction  at  a  rate  tliat 
betokened  a  stiff  breeze.  Elven  on  this,  the 
lee-sidc  of  the  island,  the  sea  had  felt  the 
influence  of  the  wind,  as  its  loud  roar 
clearly  proved.  I  knew  that  as  the  sea 
rose  it  would  break  further  out,  in  which 
case  our  boat  anchored  where  it  was  would 
almost  certainly  be  swamped  by  the  rollers 
or  daalied  to  pieces  on  the  rocks.  Tlie 
night  being  dark,  .1  was  unable  to  dis- 
tinguish it  Lnd  relieve  my  anxiety. 

lo  lose  our  boat  and  be  left  on  tliis 
desert  gulf,  unable  to  cross  tlie  imprison- 
ing mountains  to  a  point  opposite  to  the 
Falcon,  wlience  we  might  make  signals  of 
distress  to  licr,  was  no  pleasant  prospect; 
It  would  be  quite  a  question  whetlicr,  even 
if  the  mate  sailed  round  the  island  in  search 
of  us,  lie  would  be  able  to  distinguish  our- 
selves or  our  signals  from  the  distance 
at  which  iie  would  be  bound  to  keep 
the  vessel  ;  besides,  there  was  no  spare 
boat  on  board  wlierewitli  to  fetch  us  oft"  if 
discovered  ;  the  "collapsible"  had  long 
since  been  worn  out  and  thrown  away.  To 
.stay  here  for  a  month  or  so,  living  on  gulls 
and  crabs,  wa.s,  for  ind  andthccook,  I  saw, 
a  now  not  improbable  adventure. 

However,  anything  was  better  than  try- 
ing to  get  off  to  the  boat  in  the  dark,  tired 
as  we  were;  so  as  nothing  r.n>'i''  ■-  '^'■■"j 


till  ilawn,  I  piled  up  some  more  trees  on 
I  the  fire,  lit  a  pipe,  and  smoked  till  I  fell 
ashvp  again,  which  was  not  long. 

\\'q_  were  iL\vake  at  daybreak  the  next 
morning.  "  !•:.•<  miii/fiv"--"  It's  verv  ugly  " 
—  w.is  tlio  cook's  remark,  after  sileiitlv  'in- 
specting the  ocean  that  lav  before  us  'for  a 
few  minutes.  Ugly  it  was,  but  not  so  ugly 
as  it  might  have  boon,  for  our  boat  was 
still  riding  safely  beyond  the  breakers, 
though  bidden  from  ns  at  intervals  as  it 
loll  into  the  hollows  of  the  high  swell.  To 
roach  her.  however,  burdened  as  we  siiould 
bo.  would  lie  a  formidable  undertaking. 
I  hi  Die  sharp  slipperv  coral  rocks,  offering- 
insecure  footliold  at  the  best  of  times,  the 
-^nrf  was  dashing  furiously.  The  rock, 
loo.  to  which  wo  had  ti.xed  the  stern-line 
Iromthe  boiit  was  now  no  long-er  out  of 
i-oach  of  tlie  waves,  for  the  tide  had  risen 
■otiMiIerably,  so  we  had  not  the  support  of 
ho  rope  to  rely  on  just  where  we  most 
leoded  it,  that  is  in  the  shallow  water 
aniiing  the  breakers. 

The  weather  looked  very  dirty,  so  we  saw 
tbal  we  ought  to  hurry  back  to  the  B'dlfott 
without  delay.  But  first  we  roasted  .some 
L'rabs,  and  off  these,  with  rum  and  pipes, 
breakfasted— a  very  necessary  preliminary, 
for  wc  had  bard  and  dangerous  work  before 
lis;  besides  which  wc  were  fagged,  chilly, 
andacliingiii  our  Hnibs.  the  result  of  yester- 
ilay's  adventures.  Having  lashed  some  of 
tlio  stores  on  my  back,  including  a  bottle 
ot  rum,  a  hatcliet,  and  my  rifle,  I  proceeded 
to  make  for  the  end  of  the  rope.  As  I  was 
clad  in  a  thick  pilot  suit  and  heavy  sea- 
boots,  I  found  myself  to  be  a  very  unwieldy 
mass  to  guide  when  I  got  into  the  troubled 
water.  I  had  to  watch  my  time,  and  bold 
for  life  on  the  sliarp  coral  as  a  wave 
approached,  allowing  it  to  go  over  inc,  a 
process  attended  with  no  few  cuts  and 
bniisos.  Half-drowned,  and  considerably 
knocked  about,  I  at  last  managed  to  reacii 
the  rope,  and  proceeded  to  haul  myself 
along  it,  liand  over  band,  towards  the  boat. 
Breathing  between  the  passing  waves  I 
got  on  very  well  for  a  few  yards,  then  the 
water  deepened  siiddciilv.  I  was  outof  my 
dejith,  and  I  ftmiid  that  my  iuipedimenta 
were  so  heavy  (bat  it  was  quite  impossible 
for  mo  to  liocp  my  iioad  above  water,  and 
the  rope  was  .so  slack  that  my  weight  at 
once  dragged  it  under. 

I  shall  never  forgot  that  journev,  and  do 
not  wish  ever  to  repeat  it.  I  was  travelling 
undei-  water.  It  was  a  race  for  life.  I  liaul- 
ed  myself  along  the  line  as  fast  as  my 
hands  would  move,  with  the  energ-y  of  a 
drowning  man.  1  felt  us  if  I  must  liave 
gone  over  a  mile,  aiul  yet  no  boat  ;  and, 
indeed,  the  distance  was  a  very  long  one 
for  a  journey  of  this  description.  So  long 
was  I  under  water,  (iiat  the  cook,  looking 
on  from  the  shore,  thought  I  had  been 
drowned. 

But  atlast  I  felt  the  line  tiglitcn,  my  head 
rose  above  the  water,  and  there  was  the 
boat  just  in  front  of  me.  Purple  of  visage, 
and  gasping,  1  held  on  to  the  stern  for  a 
minute,  then  crawled  onboard,  and  with- 
out more  ado  lay  (hiwii  until  tlie  results  of 
the  seiiii-siitrucation  liad  ])a.ssed,  Avheil  a  tot 
of  ruin  from  tlio  bottk'  sot  ine  right  again. 
It  was  now  tlio  cook's  turn.  Not  profit- 
ing by  my  exaiii])le,  he,  too,  overloaded 
himself.  He  passed  through  the  same 
periodof  torture,  and,  after  dragging  his 
weary  limbs  into  the  hoat,  vomited  agallon 
or  so  of  Atlantic  tlccaii  that  he  had  swal- 
lowed on  his  way. 

After  half  an  liour's  rest  we  recommenced 
work.  Tliere  were  still  a  few  tliingson  the 
shore,  ,so,  stripping  all  my  clotlics  off,  I 
jumped  into  the  water,  and  returned  to  the 
beach.  Collecting  what  there  was,  I  hauled 
myself  back  again  along  the  line,  this  time 
with  my  head  above  water,  for  I  carried  but 
a  slight  burden.  Then  the  cook  in  his  turn 
liiid  his  second  ducking,  for  the  line  had  to 
bo  cast  oft'  from  the  rock. 

On  his  return  we  proceeded  to  weigh  the 
anchor.  Alas  I  our  troubles  were  not  over 
yet,  for  .strive  our  utmost  it  would  not  come 
up,  having  evidently  got  foul  of  some  rock 
at  tlie  bottom.  After  dragging  our  boat's 
stem  down  to  the  water's  edge  in  our 
endeavors,  we  had  to  give  it  up,  cut  our 
cable  as  low  down  as  we  could,  and  leave 
our  kedge  behind  us.  We  soon  reached  the 
yacht,  running  under  our  lateen  sail  before 
the  strong  wind.  Tliose  on  board  were 
much  pleased  at  seeing- US  again,  for  they 
had  been  rather  anxious  for  our  safety.

The  Peruvian  Mail  reproduces  the  following 
exlmcl  from  an  arlicle  pulilishcd  in  the  Opinion 
Nacional  of  June  igtii,  which  shows  that  some 
Peruvians  are  bcf^iiininfj  to  uudersl.ind  the  situa- 
tion in  that  unhappy  country.  In  advocating  a 
better  indiislrial,  connnerciat  and  financial  system, 
the  writer  says  :  — 

"We  have  enjoyed  political  independence  for 
over  half  a  century,  and  we  cannot  cite  a  single 
case  of  an  industry  nourishing  on  account  of 
administrative  policy  ;  on  the  contrary,  no  sooner 
has  one  of  tliese  succeeded  in  [;oing  ahead— than 
Ihe  government  has  somehow  or  other  run 
atjaiiist  it  and  crushed  it  in  the  hud.  We  liavc  a 
wretched  adininiiiliative  service,  a  defective  mone- 
tary system,  a  worse  system  of  taxation,  a  custom- 
house tariff  full  ol  absurd  anomalies,  and  there  is 
sciircely  a  stone  in  the  social  edifice  which  is  not 
suffeiiiig  from  decay.  How  on  earth  are  we  to  go 
ahead  under  such  circumstances  ?  The  result  of 
all  this  is  as  clear  as  daylight.  Peru  is  today  sim- 
ply a  heap  of  ruins ;  and  yet  we  must  not,  and 
need  not  despair.  Thesii^  lines  written  perhaps 
with  excessive  seventy,  111^  possibly  find  in  ei,ho 
-■"1  !i(i  Peru  is  endowed  ff    '  mnip  than  ordn*'' 
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cilher  of  dismissal  or  wiilKlntWiil,  citlicr 
piXily  forfeiting  [lie  wages  for  saiti  pcriml  in 
ca.se  of  (lefaiiU.  The  proposed  ordinance 
will  never  cure  the  evils  Ki^  which  house- 
keepers complain  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  will 
servi;  iLi  af,'gravate  thein,  for  it  will  drive 
ihoiisiinds  awaj-  from  a  service  where  the_v 
are  kept  so  ch)scly  iiiKler  vesatious  police 
supervision,  And  then,  think  of  the  dehiys. 
and  the  hlackinail,  ami  the  corrnpii'oii 
which  must  residt  from  this  dependance 
upon  police  registry  and  inspection  I  It  is 
a  nij'stery  how  an}'  man  can  advocate  such 
a  scheme  ! 
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Oi-R  municipal  legislators  are  again  busily 
at  work  on   a  project  designed    to  regulate 
the  incomings    and  outgoings   of  domestic 
servants.     It   is  but  few  years  ago,  in   the 
lime    of   the    nioiiarcliy,    when  a  similar 
scheme  was  under  consideration  and  came 
veiy    near    becoming    law.     TJiere    would 
liave  been  less  inconsistency   then  in  sub- 
jecting  servants   and    housekeepers    to  so 
rigid   an:I  vexatious  an  inspection,   for  we 
are  accustomed    to  associate  such   an  inter- 
ference in   private  affairs  with   an  arbitrary 
lorm  of  government.     But  for  a  republic  to 
enter    upon    minute   and    vexatious    intcr- 
lercnces  in  private  afiairs,  is  certainly  incon- 
sistent   with  the  fundamental   principles  of 
such    a   form   o[  government.     Liberty   is 
generally  considered  to  be  the  corner-stone 
uf  a  republic,    and  yet  we  find    it  seriously 
advocated  by  men   claiming  to  be  republi- 
cans  that  no  one  should  be  permitted   to 
seek    employment  as  a  domestic  servant 
without  registering  at  the  police  and  report- 
ing there  on  every  change,  and  that  botli 
master  and    servant  shall  be   fined    (or  an 
engagement  outside  of  these  rules.     And 
we  also  hear  it  advocated,  in  all  seriousnes.s, 
that  the  police  .should  be  permitted  to  make 
domiciliary  visits  to  determine  whether  this 
vexations  ordinance    lias    been    oliservod. 
This  may  be  liberty  according  lo  the  Latin 
ideal,    but   it   certaiidy    is   not   the   liberty 
which  the  Anglo-S.ixon  considers  his  birth- 
right, in  England  as  well    as  in  the  United 
States.     There   every    man's    house    is   his 
castle,  and  it  woidd  arouse  a  revolution  were 
the  police  to  force  their  way  into  it  to  inves- 
tigate  the  status    of  his   servants.     'I'hen, 
again,  it  is  commonly  considered  that  equa- 
bly  is   another  corner-stone   of  the  repuh- 
iican  system,     lint    what  equality  is  there, 
either  for  master  or  servant,  in  an  ordinance 
which  places  domestic  service  under  special 
and   vexatious  regulations   which    are    un- 
known to  other  occupations,      A  mnn   may 
employ  as  many  servants,  clerks  and  opera- 
tives as  he  pleases   in  his  ollice,    iiis  ware- 
house   and  his    factory,    and  no  one  inter- 
feres, but  when  he  wants  acook,  ora  waiter, 
or    a    luirseiy-maid,    he    can    do    It   only 
Ihrou^^b  the  interposition  of  the  police.  And 
as  lor   the  infortunate  servant,  he  finds  that 
while  his  neighborsare  employed  in  business 
houses,    in  lactories,   on   pul)lic  works,  on 
plantations  and  on  shipboard  without  vexa- 
tious   restrictions,  lie    must   register  at  the 
police    station,    cany   a    pass-book,    report 
himself  at  intervals  or  on  change  of  employ- 
ment,   and  have  all    the  particulars   of  his 
engagements    entered    both   at    [he  station 
and  in  bis  pass-book.     This    may    be    very 
satisfactory    to    the   ex-slaveholdcr,    who  is 
not  accustomed   to  consult  the  feelings   of 
his  menials,  but  it  will  hardly  suit  the  tem- 
per of  the  honest  servant.     It  degrades  him 
in  comparison    with  the  plan'ati'ou   ial)orer 
and  the  factory  operative,  and  it   creates  an 
unjust   discrimination  against    him   bv    the 
law.     All    citizens   should  be  equal  before 
llie  law,  but  how  can  they  be  so  where  some 
men  are  free  to  sell  their  services  at  pleasui'e, 
while  others  of  the  same  class  and  condition 
can  do  so^ouly    with    the    consent   of   the 
police  ,=     Clearly  such  an  ordinance  would 
noi  only  be  vexatious  and  burdensome,   but 
It  will    ouii'age  every    pi-inciple    of   republi- 
canism and  every  feeling  of  independence. 
It  IS  desirable,  we  admit,  lo  have  someiiiiug 
done   to  .secure  trustworthiness  and  perma- 
nence   in   domestic  .service,    but   this  could 
belter  be  done  by   promptly  puuisliing    tlie 
unfaithful,  and  .requiring  notice  to  be  given 


Tin;  Central  railway    i,s  by    far   ihe  most 
important  public  enterprise  in    Brazil.     It 
repre,sents   an  enormous  investment  of  cap- 
ital,  and  it  employs  a  small  army   of  olii- 
cials  and    hiborers.     More    than    this,    it 
serves   an  enormous   area  of  country,    the 
inhahitanis    of  which  depend    upon   this 
railway  for   nearly  everything   required    for 
iheir  consumption  and   for  the  transporta- 
tion to  market  o(   iheir  productions,      At  a 
rough  estimate,  one^fourih    of  the   popula- 
tion  of  Brazil    is    more  or  less    dependent 
upon  this  railway.     All   things  consiLlered, 
we  know  of  no  other  district  and  popula- 
tion   of  equal  si?.e  and   numher  so   wholly 
dependent  upon  one  railway  line,  as  is  the 
case  with  the  district  served  bv  the  Central. 
To  suspend  trallic  on  this  line  for  a  week 
means  hunger  and  distress  for  thou.sands. 
for  it  i.s  a  strange  fact   that   the  agricultural 
districts  of  Brazil  do  not  produce  more  than 
a  small  part  uf  their  own   food.     Continue 
this  suspended    tralik  over  a  longer  petiod, 
and    we  find   the   people  suspending  their 
purchases    of  clothing,    ibr    the    enhanced 
costs  of  foodstulis  absorbs  all  their  earnings, 
Many  a   time    widiin    the   past  two  years, 
since  irafiic  on  this  road  has  become  so  irreg- 
ular and  retarded,  have  we  heard  of  distress 
and  famine  in  die   towns   through  which  it 
runs.     Unfortunately    for    themselves,    the 
people  of  ]\Iinas  Geraes  and  of  a  consider- 
able part  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  have  become  so 
dependent   upon    the    Central   railway  that 
their  very    existence  is   bound    up    in    its 
operation.     It  will  be  seen,    therefore,    thai 
the  management  of  this  road  has  become  a 
very  serious  responsibility  for  the  state,  fur 
it  involves    Ihe  prosperity  of  an    impuriani 
part  of   the  country    as  well  as  an  income 
from  tjie  capital  invested.     The  government 
may   for   a    lime  surrender    its   income    in 
order  to  improve   the  pi'operly,    but   il   can 
not  as  easily   sacrilicc  the  prosperity  ol    ihe 
districts  in    question.      In   this  sense,  if  in 
no  oilier,  the  government  can  not  afTord  to 
defer   the    thorough    reorganization    which 
Ihis  great    line  requires.     The  destruction 
of  lile  and  properly  through  the  negligence 
or   criminality   of  employes,    the    criminal 
violations  of  property,  and'  the  cynical  treat- 
ment of  those  who  triivcl  or  ship  goods  over 
the  road— all  these  should  end.     It  can  not 
be   doubted   that  the  omployds  of  the  road 
are    wilfully    destroying    enough    property 
every  j'ear    to  make  a    welcome  surplus  for 
the  state,  but  were  the   treasury   to   pay  for 
the  losses  sulVered  by  private  parties  tlirough 
ihe  culpable  negligence  of  tliese  same  em- 
ployes, it  is  equally  beyond  doubt    that  the 
Central  railway  would  yield  a  very  handsome 
deficit  every    year.      Beyond    this   we   mu.sl 
consider  the  heavy  indirect  losses  which  the 
people  up  country  are  suffering  on   account 
of  the  bad  niftuagement  of  this  road.     For 
the  past  two  years   food  and  clothing  have 
been   excessively   dear   simply   because    of 
these  irafhc  interruptions.     While  rice   was 
worth  only    1 2^000  a  bng   here   in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,    with   an    excessive  stock  on  hand 
and  consequent  losses  for  the   importers,  at 
Juiz  de  Fora,  about  seven  hours  distant,  it 
was   selling    for   4030C0  a  bag.     This  was 
due  not  to  the  freight  charged,  which  is  only 
200  reis   a    bag,  but   because    of  the    long 
intervals  between    the    days  on  which  ship- 
ments could  be  made  to  that  place.     When 
such  a  daj-  was  announced  there  was  a  fright- 
ful rush  of  carls,  two  days  not  infrequeiitly 
were  spent    waiting  10  discharge,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  carimen  collected  fabulous 
rates,  frequently    from    140$    to  160$  Ibr  a 
single  cartload.     It  thus  iiappened  that  the 
cartage  on  a  bag  of  rice  was  4$ooo  to  5$ooo, 
while   the  freigiit   was  only  200  reis.'    The 
limited  quantity  shipped  of  course  gave  the 
forlunate  merchant    up   country  his  oppor- 
tunity, and  he  has  not  failed  to' ask  3SS  and 
40$  lor  an  article  costing  him  less  man  18$. 
This    is    merely  an   example   o{   what    has 
occurred  in  scores  of  places  and  with  scores 
of  articles  required  for  the  daily  necL-ssities 
of    the    people.     That    iliev  have   sufiered 
repeated    privations  and    Ii'ivl-  paid  famine 


prices  for  the  food  and  clothing  ihey  could 
not  go  without,  is  wholly  due  to  the'shame- 
ful  mismanagement  of  this  great  railway. 
And  that  they  have  submitted  to  all  this 
for  two  mortal  years,  and  have  not  risen 
against  the  .speculator.s  and  parasites  and 
agitators  who  have  brought  tliese  evils  upon 
them,  is  eloquent  witness  of  their  pacific 
character.

The  ban- 
dits have  even  bad  the  audacity  to  enter  the  sub- 
urbs  of  Valpurniso  and  rob  unsusi)ectiiig  p  edes- 
Itiann.  Murders  nre  of  daily  occurrence,  often 
accompanied  with  shocking  cruelties. 

— Il  il  sniisfflctory  to  learn  tlint  it  is  the  gancral 
opinion  In  Peru  that  the  Bolivian  nitiinatuin  will 
not  liring  about  a  war  between  thoie  two  repub- 
iica.  Perhaps  Ihat  war  depends  more  on  Chilian 
mnnipulntion  lhan  anything  else,  and  if  Chile  can 
weaken  both  sides  by  causing  a  rumpui  between 
them,  she  will  doubtless  do  so,  thus  facilitating  the 
final  incorporation  of  llie  Pacific  coait  of  South 
America  to  Chile,  a  measure  which  will  doubt- 
less spread  civilisation  nnd  advancement  where 
senii*l>arl>arily  and  ndiuinislrative  corruption  now 
reign  supreme.  The  national  guards  of  northern 
Glide  are  to  be  organized  nt  once,  a  very  sugges- 
tive slep  under  present  diplomatic  difficulties 
between  Peru  and  Bolivia.  — /yWj-,  Buenos  Aires, 
July  20. 

—The  EsmtraUa  of  Coronel  reports  the  arrival 
nt  thnt  place  of  a  countryman  of  Selkirk,  named 
Jolmson,  after  a  series  of  remarkalile  adventures. 
Johnson  belonged  to  the  Chilian  bark.  Lota^ 
which  wa-s  lost  on  September  19,  iSiiS,  off  Palmer 
island,  while  on  a  voyage  from  Australia  to  Chili 
with  coal,  and  he  and  a  Chilian  boy,  named  Ua- 
moti  Hojas,  a  native  of  Valdiyia,  aged  19  years, 
were  the  only  persons  who  escaped  drowning. 
They  reached  the  island,  which  is  uniiihal)ited,  on 
a  spar.  They  built  a  hut,  nnd  they  subsisted  on 
cocoa  nnts,  eggs  and  ornnges,  At  Ihe  end  of  two 
years  Rojas  was  attacked  with  dysentery  nnd  died. 
At  the  end  of  three  years  a  German  vessel  came  in 
sight  of  the  island,  and  Johnson's  signals  being 
observed  he  was  taken  off  nnd  conveyed  lo  Ham- 
burg. Mere  his  necessities  were  attended  to  by 
tlie  Chilian  consul,  and  finally  he  shipped  in  an 
English  vessel  for  f^allao,  where  he  deserted,  and 
made  the  best  of  his  way  to  Coronel  where  Ins 
wife  nnd  a  child  reside,- C//j7)V/«  Times,  July  loth. 
— As  we  write  there  are  rumors  o(  ministerial 
diflicnllies,  whicii  would  not  be  in  the  least  siir- 
piising,  for  a  period  of  politicnl  evolution  has  been 
reached.  'Ihe  question  which  is  coming  to  the 
from  is,  who  is  to  be  tlie  next  PreBident  of  the 
lepnblic?  There  are,  as  usual,  several  aspirants 
for  the  posilion,  and  as  a  natural  consequence  a 
large  amount  of  political  intriguing  is  going  on. 
Several  political  rt'«H/[iKj  of  a  private  iiaiuie  have 
taken  place,  and  alliances,  probable  and  impro- 
bable, are  talked  of.

To  defend  its  lenitory 
Brazil  requires  in  Hie  first  place  a  no.id  uavy  and 
in  the  next  place  citizens  trained  like  those  nf  liiile 
Switzerland,  which,  wilhout  a  standing  army  and 
with  a  population  of  mdy  3,000,000,  can  within 
15  days  put  200,000  men  in  the  field.  He  moved 
to  inquire  how  many  IJrnzilians  had  been  killed  by 
the  French  in  Amapa,  how  many  had  been  captur- 
ed and  whether  the  prisoners  have  since  been  re- 
leased. Senator  Gomes  de  Castro  opposed  the 
motion,  whose  adoption,  he  feared,  would  em. 
barrass  tlie  diplomatic  action  of  the  govemment. 
The  motion  was  rejected.  Senator  Gomes  tie 
Castro  opposed  the  bdl  leducing  to  three  months 
the  peiiod  lor  which  the  heads  of  state  governments 
and  their  immediate  substitutes  are  ineleijible  to  a 
seat  in  congress.  Altlioujjli  opposed  to  the  prin- 
ciple of  ineligiliility,  he  thinks  that,  since  it  has 
been  adopted, "it  should  not  be  iimcticnlly  annull- 
ed by  fixing  an  inadequate  peiiod  for  the  duration 
of  its  effects.  Senator  Campos  Salles  defended  the 
bill,  which,  in  his  opinion,  will,  if  voted,  open  the 
doors  of  Coiij;ress  to  many  com|  eteni  m>-'u  enclnd- 
ed  by  the  present  law.—  Chamhei  of  Deputies.—

After  remarks  from  Deputies  Benedicto 
Leite  and  Nilo  Petjanha,  he  asked  lor  leave  to 
withdraw  Ihe  motion,  which,  however,  was  re- 
newed by  Deputy  Nilo  Pefanlia  and  put  to  the 
vote.  In  favor  of  the  motion  there  were  31  votes 
and  a(»aiust  it  64,  and  the  chair  iledared  that  it 
had  been  lost  for  want  of  a  quonim.  Deinity  Nilo 
Pesanha  demanded  that  the  roll  should  be  cnlled, 
but  the  chair  ruled  against  ii.  There  ensued  .t 
squabble,  which  was  terminated  by  ilie  arrival  of

I.IBERIA.V  COFFEE  JN  SUMATRA. 

An  old  Ceylon  coffee  planter  writes  to  the  Cn'- 
loiiOhservfy  as  follows  in  regard  lo  Liberian  coffee 
in  .Serdang.  Sumatra; 

_  The  following  figures  are  all  calculated  in  kat- 
ties  and  picnis:  — i  katlie=i^  lb,  100  k.-Hties-i 
picul,  I  picul— 1341^  ll^s.  nvoirdupois. 

The  figures  given  on  page  50  of  thel  Planting 
Mnksworlh  work  out  thus  ;— 

123.000  cberiies=i  cwt.  clean  cofTee.  Er^o 
'37.44"  clierries=i  picnl  clean  coffee.  So  far 
Ceylon. 

My  experience  in  another  country  with  old  cof- 
fee and  poor  soil  is  ihat  220,000  cherries^]  picnl 
dean  coffee.  Here  in  Sevdang  it  has  been  found 
thai  160,000  cherries=i  picul  clean. 

It  is  of  couse  well-known  that  the  size  of  the 
cherry  and  of  ihe  bean  diminishes  as  the  tiee 
grows  older.  Therefore  the  deduction  is  Ihat  the 
Ceyon  figures  were  gathered  fiom  young  coffee  in 
good  sod. 

My  figures  were,  as  I  have  slated,  from  old  cof- 
fee  in  poor  soil.  The  Serdang  proof  was  from 
coffee  between  4  and  5.  giowing  in  splendid  land, 
but  worked    "on  Ihe  cheap." 

Here,  I  myself  have  counted  several  trees  of  20 
months  old,  and  found  seveinl  with  fruit  on  them 
from  2,000  10  3,430  per  tree.  This  is  equiv.ilent 
roughly  to  a  katlie  a  tree.  Trees  planted  10  ft.  by 
10  fl.==:135  per  acre.  Result,  pi.  4  35.iocth  per 
acre  before  the  trees  are  3  years  old.  I  do  not  of 
course,  pretend  to  state  that  all  the  20  monlhs  old 
bu.shes  are  like  this.  But  it  will  give  nearer  2 
piculs  per  acre  than  i  before  it  is  3  years  old.  The 
trees  are  healthy  and  making  new' wood. 

A  neighbour  has  counted  on  some  of  his  four- 
year-old  trees,  now  rising  five,  as  many  as  4,000, 
5,000,  6,000,  and  even  7,000  fruit  nn  a  single  tree. 
Work  this  out  at  435  irees  per  acre,  and  2,000 
cherries  per  kattie  of  clean  coffee;  and  say  if  it  is 
not  belter  than  a  smack  in  the  face    with  a  dead

From  coffee  iS  years  old,  after  having  been  ahan- 
(toned  for  five  years,  ihe  yield  per  tree  was  from 
2  to  3  kalties.  Each  katlie=2,2i2  beans  clean 
coffee  from  1,426  cherries.  Both  the  yield  after 
abandonment,  and  the  large  proportion  of  clean 
coffee  (not  parchment)  from  the  cherry  speak  vol- 
umes for  the  soil.
